L ''lloal'' Cimipleted Clvin'; the ('iiniiiiin.v 
Aiiollier liiiporliiiil Coiiiieetlon. 

St. Paul, Min., Marali 9.— A dcdl was 
completed to-day for the immediate con- 
struction of the western oonneotion link 
between the *' Soo " and the CaoadiaD 
Pacific. The "Soo" is now in operation to 
a small town l~> miles north of Carrington, 
N.l). To-iiiiy'a coiilrael calls for tlio cnn- 
structi'in of the remaininf; 1 liO miles lo the 
Canndiim boundary iu the cmiiity of Ken- 
ville, N.l),, at tho point at wliicli the 
.Mou.'io river outers the United Slaten. One 
tliouaand meu will leavo St. Pan! al 
onco lo engage in the conslr .otion 
of the line, wliicli must he ready 
for ojioration hy Aiiguat. When compleleii 
a miinljcr of the Canadian Paeilio through 
train.s will mukc a detonr aoulh-caslward to 
.St. I'nul, taking the main line again at Sault 
,Sle Marie. Indeed, it is stated that, in the 
winter season, neirly all tlio freight and 
pasBCDgor triiflic of the Canadian P.icilie will 
tuko this route owing to ihe fact that the 
anutlinrn route is much less likely to be 
blocked hy snow. 



Beecuam's I'lLua will save doctor's bills. 



Pauis, March 9,— inlereat in the I'anama 
trial is increasing and greatest curiosity 
is shown m to oomin^^evelopments. It is 
reported that the f^nkncaa with whicli 
Charles do Lesseps told his story haa caused 
Kiirpiiae and conyleri-. -tioii in certain high 
circles, and that I't'Uaideralde anxiety lias 
lici 11 felt in the same ijiiartcrs aa to subae- 
(juent testimony, 'i'Ko upproaoliea to the 
Pdlais de Justice, as v/M as the court room, 
were thronged this mry'ning, and there was 
a buz/, of go.aatp t'.'r'ing the spectators 
which lasted until t'le presiding judge, 
Dcsjudins, took lii- laiii. Then silence 
was deniaiuliMi in a nice th;in usually iiii- 
(lerative nianiur iii.d die audience because 
(|uiet, as il appreliciu^i^e tliat the court .aunn 
might be cleared. The prismurs were 
brought ill under tho usual eaccu t of i^ena 
d'armca, and entered ir.to cynveraalion wiih 
their eounsi 1, Tiio general opinion was 
that the defendaiiis all wore a more eonli- 
dent air than on the pitceding day, and that 
they seemed to feel that their unreserved 
acknowledgment had made a favorable im- 
pression ou the community. 

.Judge Dcsjardius proceedeil to interrogate 
Marius li'outuiue. Iho latter stated in re- 
ply that ho was a meiiiner of the Board of 
Managemeut of tho Panama Canal company 
when the tranaaotious with M. Uaihutt oc- 
curred. He described '.ho visit of M. Ulon- 
diu, who assured tho hoard that M. Baihutt 
would make a aubstaulial pecuniary (laori- 
lice and that the money would 
bo used to aoeurj) publicity for 
tho acliemo. M. Kontamo further admitted 
that acting under tho direction of Charles 
do Lesseps, ho had visited M. Blondiu. 
He found M. Baihutt there, Baihutt said ; 
"The money in question will be used in 
promoting the interest of the oouutry." 
Charles de Lesseps thereupon proceeded to 
discuss with M. Biondin the question of the 
million francs claimed by Baihutt. The 
matter was eventttally settled at Fontaine's 
reaidenoe, -J 

In reply to the Jud^s, M. Fontaine re- 
plied : "Some of the drafts payable to 
bearer were issued to pay for advortiaiug 
and others to satisfy the robbers who way- 
laid us like footpads." This closed the in- 
terrogation of M. Fontaine for the time 
being, and next followed the great sensation 
of tho day. ■ , 

M. liaihutt was oilled upon to' dnswer 
interrogatoriea, Presiding Judge Desjardins 
uddreasing the questions to tho accused. M. 
Baihutt showeci a dispoaition at first to 
throw the blame upon M. lilondin, who 
had acted as the go-between in the nego- 
tiations. M. 15'dhutt said : "laettdatthe 
instigation of M. lUondiu, to whom I gave 
75, DUO francs. I have wished to restore tho 
money I received, but feared thereby to 
accuse myaelf. " Up to this moment M. 
liaihutt has spoken clearly and with 
appareni, cunlrol. Now he broke down and 
with a pitiful expression of aorrow and 
desjjair e.\claimed in a broken voice : " 1 
acknowledge having been led astray. I am 
guilty. My words express the grief and 
repentance I feel. I do not yet understand 
how I could have fallen so low. 1 ask par- 
don of my country, whoae good name I 
have, perhaps, auUied. " 

There was a decided stir in the court- 
room when M. liaihutt began his pitiful 
avowal of guilt, and thia increased to a 
aenaation as he closed in words that were 
almost broken through hia agitation. Aa 
Boon aa M. Baihutt regained his self-control 
ho auid ; "1 aubmit in advance to any 
sentence which tho court may pass on mo, 

M. Biondin was questioned by the judge 
as to how he came to act as intermediary 
between the Panama Company and M. 
Baihutt. In his answer M. Biondin denied 
that ho had instigated M. Baihntt's demand 
for money and that he has received "o.OOO 
franca for his services in arranging matters 
botweon^tho minister and the direotora. He 
had orranged for tho meeting between M. 
Baihutt and (.'liarles de I,esae[is, in the be- 
lief that it would be fur the beat interealH 
of tho company, lie luliuiLtcd tluit he hail 
settled malleia connected with the payim nt 
of tlie bribe Charlea di- Lesscpa had hand- 
ed M. Hailuilt Li.'iD.ODI) fr.iiiea at M. liailiuU'a 
house, and ]'J.'),UI)U more in tho lobby of the 
.Senate. 

M. Haihul t, recalled and crona-cxamincd 
by counsel for the Punaiiia creditors, stated 
again that M. lilondin had ohtiiiiied a com- 
nii.saioii on the t raiiHactioii between Fontaine 
and do Leaai^pa. In the midst of M. 
llailiul t'a at al ctncnf, M. I'lmtaine sprang lo 
hia feet and Hhoiiled, " Thiit statement is a 
liaaue of fal.-^eliooils I 'I'lie witnesa has not 
siiokeii a Word of truth." Turning upon 
his accuser, M. liaihutt said slowly, "1 
aflirm that what I have said is the truth 
and nothing but tho truth. " 

In examining M. .Saiis Le Koy, the next 
" ilneaa, .huige DeajiiriKiis recollected that 
while a member of the I'arliainontury com- 
miltee on the Lottery bill the prisoner hud 
opposed the Cmal eomiiany, then making 
liroposala to tho Deputies. Si. Sans Le Roy 
hsrdly waited for tho judge to cease speak- 
ing before exclaiming angrily; "I am 
amazed that the prosecution should dure 
fasten on a word or two spoken by me to 
the examining maeistrate in order to throw 
me into prison while they forget to arrest 
many others who they know are reully 
oriminala." Light apjihuiBe followed this 
outbreak, which Judge Uesjurdins dianiiased 
with a warning to the wilneas that he must 
speak more moderately. 

The Judge then asked "Why did you 
reverse your vote '.' " " There were three of 
UH who favored abandoning the bill," re- 
plied Sans Leroy, evasively. " I was not 
aware when I changed my op inion that 
the canal company was approaching the 
deputies ; I never spoke witli tlio lobbyist." 
" U'hero did you get the 100,000 francs 
which you paid to tho Credit Lyonnaise in 
April, IKSSV" "It was the reinvestment 
of part of my wilo'a dowry of 1200,0(10 
franca." "Can you produeo the deeds of 
the marriage settlement to prove that ? " 
" Certainly." " Why did you not explain 
thia sooner?" "I wished to avoid having 
the indictment against me thrown out. I 
prefer to bo tried and acquitted." (Laugh- 
ter. ) 

Senator Boren next was asked to explain 



why he received 10,000 franca from Baron 
de Keinach ? He auid: "This waa tho 
amount of my fees for having given Baron 
de Keinach advice concerning the Tunis 
railways." This statement Senator Boren 
supported with documents. 

Deputy do la Fauconnerio said that the 
'J'l.OOO franca given him by Baron do 
Keinach were part of his profit as a mem- 
ber of one of the guarantee pyndicates. Ho 
could produeo no letter from Baron de 
Reinaeh, however, to chow thia. 

K.t-Deputy Gabron admitted having caah- 
ed a check, drawn by liaron do Rciimeli for 
•J,), 000 fraoes ; but denied that the cheek 
win in any way ennncctod with tho Panama 
Lottery bill. He voted for the Lottery 
I'ill ao (he reijuest of his conttituenta. He 
li id never seen iM. Arlon or luiy other 
lobbyist for the Panamii Company, and had 
never met Charles do Lesscpa before coming 
to Court yeslcrduy. 

After Charles de Lesseps had con6rnied 
this Btarernciit, i»,-puty .-\ntoiiin Prouat.aaid 
ihe 'JOO, 01 10 franca recdved by him from 
liwonde Keinach cmiatil u' ed his share of 
the jirotirs troin the guarantee synilicate. 
.•Vt the rLi|uest of M. Piousl'a counsel 
Charles do Lesseps was iJIowim! to say tliat 
ho bud known M. Pmuat for ni uiy years, 
and believed that tho aecn.'iation.'i against 
him were utterly unfounded. 

The Paris correspondent of the Morning 
I 'ost says : " Charles do Leaacpa told a 
friend that prior to the recent trial he had 
been promised a minimum sentence if he 
was able to implioato any Rightists. He re- 
plied that this was beyond his power be- 
cause as far as he was aware no Rightists 
were implicated. He received tho niaxi 
mum sentence and he said he woulj now 
ahow no meroy towards tho aulboritiea."

Wasimnqton, March 9 President Cleve- 
land has sent a mesaago to the Senate with- 
drawing the Hawaiian annexation treaty 
recently transmitted to that body by Presi- 
dent Harrison. 

Tho annouaeemcnt that the treaty had 
been withdrawn from tho executive liles of 
tho Senate by President Cleveland waa not 
wholly a surprise to the Hawaiian commis- 
sioners. Mr. Thurston said that he had 
received an intimation yesterday that such 
a proceeding was likely to take place. None 
of them were willing to express an opinion 
upon the moaning of ihe movement, but they 
were not greatly discouraged over the situa- 
tion. " Wo are willing," aaid one of them, 
" to discuaa tho mutter with the new Secre- 
tary of State and endeavour to meet tho 
views of the present administration ; wo are 
not bound to any particular wording of tho 
document ; whether wo would dlacusa a 
treaty looking to any oth<r form of union 
with the United States, I cannot say at pro- 
sent." It is said to bo tho purpose of tho 
Hawaiian emnmissionera to request a 
conference wit i Secretary Greaham at tho 
earliest tin e convenient. 



ROUGH SEAS. 

Two Vessels From (lie Orient Having Trying 
Experiences on Tlielr i'assages 
inwards. 

San Francisco, March 9.— Among tho 
arrivals to-day were the British barU 

Nioeya, fifty-three days from Hongkong, 
and the Invercauld, ninety-six fi'om Java, 
/■iotli were caught in tho same hurricane and 
had very rough cxperiencoa. In tho case of 
the Niceya the galo camn up on February 
12, and continued fur ton days. During 
that time three of llie wuler tanks were 
carried over, the poop ladder and the 
chicken cooji broke adrift and stove in 
tho galley and the forecastle di:ora and 
windows. The cabin was lloudcd six times 
and the battens were washed oil' the hatches. 
1 )uring ( he ten days tmd nights that tho 
storm lasted the caplHin was never oil" the 
bridge and not one of the crew had a chance 
to change his clothing. With the loss of 
the galley no cooking could be done, and 
all hands had to live on hard tack und 
canned goods. Hot colfco was made over 
an oil lamp in the captain's room, and had 
it not been for that the men would have 
given out. In the case of the In- 
vercauld, tho galo eaiiie iii) on Feb- 
ruary 11 and lasted to tho loth. On the 
Mill the storm was at its height. The 
cabin was Hooded and tho forecastle filled 
three times. Two boats were smashed, the 
forward house waa slovo in and the galley 
gutted. After tho storm had passed the 
hatches were tukon oil, w hen it was found 
that there wus considerublo water in tho 
hold, and men had to be put on tho pumps. 
A great deal of tho cargo was damaged and 
a general survey will be held. Both the 
Niceya and Invercauld will have to be ex- 
tensively repaired.

F. F. LongstafT, houae-owner and builder 
of B-iy City, Mich., who is here superin- 
tcnding the erection of a mill, dropped dead 
to-day of heart disease in a physician's 
ollice. He leaves a family.

Report of the Evicted Tenauts' Com- 
miasiou— The Claims Not Fraudu- 
lent and Dishouest. 



Lo.VDON, March 9. — Tho Duke of Devon- 
shire, Biieakiug at Bradford thia evening, 
said : " Tho exclusion of Irish mcniberB 
from Parliament would bo equivalent to 
separation, whilat tho retention of 'them 
would mean putting the screws on the Eng- 
liah parties, consequently the whole bill is. 
impossible." 

At the Parnellite convention in Dublis' 
to day, William Redmond, tho chairman, 
spoke in favor of adopting i\ generoua atti- 
tude towarda the bill, and the resolutions 
were substantially in accord with this ad- 
vice. Mr. Redmond aaid that unless tho 
Parliamentary fund were doubled or trebled 
he could not bo responsible for the continu- 
ous attendance of Parnellite members at 
W eatminster. 

Tho Evicted Tenanta Commission, Sir 
J.unea Mathews, chairman, hua presented 
its report to Parliament. The commiBsion 
was appointed last October, and haa been at 
wink since November S. Its purpose was ■ 
"to inquire into and ascertain what just, 
means should bo adopted to bring about . 
aetttoments as to evicted tenants in Ire- 
land." The commission's report pro- 
posed that a oommisaion or commissioner be 
appointed to settle disputes. Wi\en arbi- 
tration fails the commissioner or com- 
inission should determine reasonable 
terms on which the tenant may pur- 
chase the holding and liquidate the- 
arreara of rent. A tenant should bo able 
to stock his holding by mcansof u loan upon 
tho security of the rents, upon application 
to tho Board of Guardians. Where the 
planter haa subst^anlial inleresta in u hold- 
ing, tho commiaaioner should be empowered 
to make lerma. Where the planter haa no 
such interest, the former tenant should bo 
reinstated, or if that should bo impractic- 
ablo, the commisaioner should buy a similar 
holding and sell it under the land purchase 
act to the evicted ter >-nt. 
I jln tho preamble tho report the pUn of 
c.imp:i'--r, diMcir^acMl at length. The opiii- 
lim of tlie coiiiniiaalon is that in view of the 
enibarraasinent cauaed by the fall of prices, 
etc., " tho leniuila demaiida were not ho ex- 
travagant as lo preclude their forming the 
baaia of a ieaaonal)lu aettleiuent." "With- 
out losing sight of the fact tliac a high 
authority pronounced the combinations 
criminal," adds the cominiaaiou, "wo do 
not think that they deserved to be de- 
uouuced ua fraudulent and dishonest."

Washin'oton, Maruh 9,— Secretary Car- 
lisle tliia Illuming authorized tho announce- 
ment that he would exeroiso all tho power 
and discretion invested in him to uphold 
the credit of the Government and to main- 
tain gold and silver. Thia statement was 
mado to brush away the endless string of 
rumors that has gained circulation about 
what ho contemplateddoing,aato paymontof 
U. S. notes and U. S. treasury notea in sil- 
ver when free gold waa exacted, etc. The 
offer of the Chamber of Commerce of Don- 
ver.ColdVado.of Sl.OOO.OOOin gold yesterday 
for treasury notes has been forwarded, 
Chicago bankers to-day offered $500,000 in 
gold for U. S. notea for the treasury de- 
partment. It is thought bankers in other 
cities wilt do likewise. There is a feeling 
of relief as to gold. The balance at the 
treasury, unless exports of gold on Saturday 
are unuaually heavy, of which no informa- 
tion is yet received, will bo ample to supply 
tho demand. . 

Secretary Herbert has decided to ohange 
the date of the naval rendezvous and review 
in New York harbor to an earlier day, in 
order that tho ceremonies shall not couQiot 
with tho opening of the big fair in Chicago. 
To morrow Secretary Gresham will be re- 
quested to cable to foreign governments 
that expect to send ships to havo them in 
Hampton roads by April 17, instead of ten 
duya later, as waa originally contemplated 
by Secretary Tracy. The act of Congreas 
authorizin-! tho review stipulates that it 
shall bo held aumo timo in April, and it has 
been urged that unless hold b(iforc tho close 
of the month it might conilict with tho 
cureinouies attenUiug tho opening 
of the World's Fair. Tho mat- 
ter was brought to Secretary Her- 
bert's attention at once, and ia tho 
first thing ol importance ho haa con- 
sidered since hia induction into office. At 
Fortress ilonroe tho Secretary proposes 
that the entire lleet rtniaiu until April I I, 
when it will aail under command of Admiral 
Gherardi in columns of two for Now York, 
where it will arrive on the lUth. On the 
next day the grand review will tako place. 

The I'reaidont to day aeut the following 
nominations to the Senate : Joaiah Quinoy, 
of MaBsucliiisetta, to ho Assistant Secretary 
of State ; Robert A. Maxwell, of New York, 
to be Fourth Assistant Postmaster-General ; 
Isaac Gray, of Indiana, to bo Envoy Extra- 
ordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of 
the United States to Mexico ; Patrick A. 
Collins, of Maasaohusetta, to be Consul-Qeu- 
cral of the United States at London.

PAUPER ALIENS. 

Lord riayfnir Explains the Objects of the 
British Cuninilasloners to the 
United States. 

LoNDOif, March 9. — In the House of 
Lords to-day. Lord Lyon Playfair explained 
that tho miaaion of Mesara. Burnett and 
Scleas to America was part of a general in- 
quiry into the subject of the immigration of 
pauper aliens to the United Kingdom and 
especially the immigration of Russian and 
Polish Jews. Since 1891 about two hundred 
thousand alien immigrants had landed in 
Great Britain, of whom 17,000 were 
Russians and Poles, ugainat an immigration 
to America of 179.31)2. T'lo com mis- 
aioners wero charged to learn how these 
Jews conducted theniaelves in America, how 
tho American immigration lav.'S operated, 
and what was the tendency of tho feeling 
among Americana on tho subject, so as to 
assist the Government to deal with the 
question in England. Au inlluoutial party 
in the United States sought to severely re- 
strict if not to totally prohibit immigration, 
but Lord Lyon Playfair added that he 
could not believe that prohibition would bo 
adopted, as immigrants wero essential to 
tho interests of the United States. Laws 
restricting immigration to tho United States 
were likely to ha.ve great inilueuce on tho 
United Kingdom, and the Government 
therefore desired to know, through com- 
pctont investigators, the economic aspects of 
present and future immigration to the 
United States.

Tbe half-yearly Roneral meeting of the 
shareholders of tbe Bonk of British Colum- 
bia was held at the Cannon street hotel on 
Wednesday last; Sir Robert Gillespie (the 
chairman) presiding. 

The General Manager (Mr. Hugh Hughes) 
having read the notice convening the meet- 
ing, 

Tlio Chairmnn said : Gentlemen, in the 
firat place, I have to ask your indulgence 
to day, owing to a very severe cold I have 
got. I have also to offer an apology for my 
colleague, iSir Charles Tupper, who ia com- 
pelled to day to be in the north to attend 
some Chamber of Commerce meeting. I 
have now tlio pleasure of submitting to you 
for your approval and adoption the half- 
yearly report and statement of ocoountB 
made up to the .'Ust December last, and I 
shall move, before sitting down, a resolution 
to that effect. It has been the custom hither- 
to at these meetings to take these atatomenta 
aa read, and, asjuming thut that custom 
will be followed to day, I will proceed ut 
once to olfer you a few remarks on the 
character and success of the past half-year's 
basiness. In the first place, permit tne to 
congratnlate you on tbe satisfactory results 
of that period, and, I niay add, of the whole 
year of 1892, in the face of much depression 
in trade, and in the extreme cheipuess of 
money; nearly all the leading industries of 
British Columbia, and on the Pacific Coast, 
viz., lumber, grain, coal and fishing, havu 
snflfered more or loss from the slackness of 
demand and the ertremely low prices ruling. 
But I urn happy to say these iiitercata are 
indicating generally some improvement at 
present, while the fishing operations for the 
coming season are looked forward 
to as likely to he on an e.^ctensivo 
and protitiible scale, this being the 
year, ihi; fcpunfl year, when the heavy run 
of salmon has hitherto and invariably taken 
place, from p^iai experience. There seems 
to be an interrei^nutii for two or three years, 
and then con.es an enonmaia Hood of fiah 
into the rivers, and thia luia Ijeen the period, 
for many yearn past. I ni ly alao njentiou 
that there seems to be a conlident feeling 
that mining development will be more ac- 
tive and on an inipnrlant scale durlng'tho 
current year, particularly in the ivootenay 
district — we have a bianch i here— which 
will tend to attract capital and population 
to the country. Altogether, there seeiuH 
no reason to doubt that the Province of 
British Columbia will continue to advance, 
and that progressive development of its re- 
sources will go on, and thia will be further 
assisted by the railway construction going 
on and expected to be undertaken during 
the present year. Gentlemen, I have V(!n- 
tured to offer you my congratulations 
on the result of the half-yeur, and I am sure 
youwill consider a net profit of i'.'il,l(j| as 
fully juHtifying them, made, I may truly 
say, inider aoitiewhat mi vei'.se circumstances, 
anil neci!.-iaiialiii;; increased care and pru- 
dence in the management of the branches, 
which at the Hame tiino nat^iirally would 
air.'Ct the proli'a to aome ex tent. The dis- 
P')aal of tliia sum is, I may say, the import- 
ant CjUi'Hlion of the day. We recommend 
that out of this boni of l'.")l,l(il we pay you 
a dividendlit llie usual ralo of six per cent, 
per annum, and that we also pay you a 
bonus of three per cent., which, with tlu! 
dividend an<l Ijoiius paid you for the June 
half.year, will malce ten per cent, for tlie 
year. (Applauao. ) W'e propose to add to 
tlio reserve fund the sum of JCIO.OOO, mak- 
ing that fund £200,000— (applause)— and to 
carry forward a balance of £5,101 to next 
half-year. This sum of net profit is 
somewhat leas than the amount 
maile for the corresponding ha'f-year 
in 1891, but it ia bettor than the last half 
year— that is, June, 1892— while the gross 
profits of the year 1892 are the largest the 
bank lias made since its establishment in 
1862— (applause)— showing oonolnsively that 
its earning power increases, and that the 
bank still holds the confidence of tbe com- 
munities In which it dwells. I may here 
mention a fact that I believe will be very 
pleasing to the shareholders ; it is this, in 
1882, ten years ago, the gross profits were 
for the wholo year £.51,053, and the net 
profits I'.'iO 500, while these uro now £141,- 
.■),')() ami .i;s i,(i80, respectively ; "while tlie 
total gross profits for the ton years amount 
to £956,741, and the net to £614,045. And 



now, gentlemen, I will ask you to follqw me. 
while I advert to our balance-sheet and 
profit and loss aocoant. . The 'capital 
account remains at £600,000, but the 
reserve has during the year 1S92 
been inoreaaed by £25;000 — that U 
£15,000 in June half-year and £10.000 in 
December half-year— making the total now 
£260,000 : and this, I think, speaks for it- 
self. Tbe amount of notes in circulation is 
less than at both the previous periods, and 
simply indicates less activity in the trade cf 
the country. The current acjouats and de- 
posits are in excess of the two previous 
half-years, and it is pleasing to notice tliat 
the largest portion ot thia increase is at the 
branches, and may he taken as a proof of 
the continued and increubing confidence of 
the communities there, (Hear, hoar. ) Bills 
payable are materially less than in tlie two 
half-years previously, and I think is attri- 
butul)Ie to some extent to the branches 
availing of c.iblo transfers at sight more 
than usual, in place of drawing at the 
ordinary usance of sixty days. Tlie other 
liabilities are much as usual, and do not call 
for further remark. Turning to the abseta, 
you will oberve thiit the amount of specie 
and cash is larger tlian usual, but, it has 
been deemed prudent and advisable to 
maintain in these tiiiica r.trong cash reserves 
at all points. It ia noticeable that the 
total amount of caali on band ia niuivalent 
to, say, 'JS per cent, of total liabilities on 
current accounts auil deposits, even in- 
clusive of the hitter fur lixed periods. 1 
think that shows an ahunduuee of stn.'ugt.h. 
( lie ir, h'. -.u. ) The funds invested represent 
.£1 ,S.")!), ami consist of £100,000 Consols 
and .€.)0,0;iO Three percent, Canada Stock, 
both standing in the books considerably un- 
der the market value. A shareholder, who 
ia not uljle to be present today, 
has written me stating that he 
thinks this ia a vety small pro- 
portion of the reserve fund to have in- 
vested in stocks of this charueter. My ow n 
opinion ia that it ia a very largo amount, 
aud it is amply sufiicient, because we em- 
ploy our reserve fund partly in our business. 
Thia is a precautionary s'ep which I think 
is advisable, and whiob I think is amply 
sufiicient. (Hear, bear. ) The reserve fund 
earns u larger return in our general busi- 
ness, whereas this investment gives us less 
than 3 percent. Bills discounted and loans 
are leaa than the two previous half-years, 
ovyiug to the dulness in tr.ide. IJilla re- 
ceivable uro mure than in .lune, ISiii, but 
leas than in December, KS'Jl; this falling oir 
may be priucipully owing to the roiluoed ex- 
ports of wheati conatipient on the great fall 
in prices, whioli has undoubtedly and un- 
fortunately cliccked shipments. The great 
depreciation in the value and the prices of 
wheat must be patent to everyone. Whether 
it is in this country or abroad the 
prices are extremely low, and this 
has undoubtedly atfected business not only 
in the particular locality I refer to, liut 
also throughout Canada and America. 
What is to be done tor tlie agriculturist it 
is not for us to discuss to-day, but it is ovi 
dently a burning iiueation. The small 
amount of other securities does not call for 
any special notice. Bunk premises are less 
than previous hiilf-yoars, and wo continue 
t) write down these items, although the 
ai;gregato value is materially in excess of 
the amount standing in our books. 1 have 
already referred to the profit wo have now 
to deal with, and the way in which wo pro- 
pose to do so. I need not therefore go over 
the same ground, but I may just mention 
that the amount of charges account and 
State taxes somewhat exceeds previous half- 
years, and arises in great measure to the 
necessity of an addition of officers on tl>e 
stair abroad and the necessary expense of 
sending tbem out. Oentlemen, these oflSoers 
are of u higher olass than we have ordi- 
narily sent out to fill vaeanoitis which oc- 
curred, and, eoDseqaently, we have had to 
pay higher salaries to those gentlemen, but I 
am happy to think that our selection has 
proved to bo most satisfactory. (Applause.) 
It ia impossible always to keep a level 
to our charges acoountB. Accidents happen 
and vacancies occur, so tliat it ia impossible 
for us to aay, "Tliua far shall wo go, aud 
no further." We must accommodate the 
charges to the circuiiistancea which arise. 
The other two items speak tor themselves, 
and do not retjuire r.ny explanation. I feel, 
gentlemen, thut it ia due at this time to our 
general manager and to the existing staff 
generally that, during a period of unusual 
anxiety and cure, they liave, as a rule, ex- 
hibited great thoughtiulnesa and prudence, 
and though v^-o may have hud some diaap- 
poiiitinents in our selection of ollicers, the 
])reserit staff deserve the cordial thanks of 
the shareholders and directors for their 
continued loyalty axd attention to the in- 
terests of the bank, and I would particular- 
ly name tbe general manager, Mr. Hughea, 
and Mr. Townsend, the inspector. Gentle- 
men, I will bo glad to afford any informa- 
tion or explanation neorled by you, and in 
the meantime I beg to move the following 
resolution :—" That the report and state- 
ment of accounts as now submitted be re- 
ceived and adopted." (Applause.) 

Mr. Kden Colvilo (deputy chairman) 
seconded the resolution, which was carried 
uiianiinoualy . 

The Chairman — My next duty, gentlemen, 
is to propose, "That a divid'iiui be paid on 
the paid-up capital of the hank ul tlio rate 
ot li per cent, jjer umniiii, and a bonus of 3 
per cent. , tree of iiicoiuo tax, for the half- 
year ended the .'ilst Duo. last, payable on oi^ 
after I he IHi h inst." • 

Mr. Colvih^ secmided the motion, which 
was alHO carried iiiiuniinously. 

The Chairman -The next proposition I 
have to submit to you is one which I do 
with very great pleasure, from old aasooia- 
tiona and valued energies and assistance, 
namely, the re-election of my old and valued 
friend, Mr. Eden Col vile. He has been 
associated with ua since the establishment 
of the bank, and you all know him well. I 
beg, therefore, to propose, "That Mr. Eden 
Culvile, a director who retires by rotation 
in accordance with the deed of settlement, 
be re-olected. " 

Mr. T. G. Gilleapio seoondod the resolu- 
tion, which was cordially adopto.l. 

Mr. (^civile —Gentlemen, I havu to thank 
you very niiieli for iny re-election, and J 
have also to thank iheohairman for the very 
hiuidaonie way in \,'liicti he has projiosed it. 
1 am afraid thut 1 am not <|iiito so energetic 
a director us I was forty yeiirs ut;o, but I 
will endeavor aa long ua I hold the position 
I do to do my heal tor you. (Applause.) 

The C'lrurmaii--Uiiiicr ordinary circum- 
atauecH, I would .liniply say ditto to the 
next resolution, hut I auppose that would 
hardly ho courleoua. I can only say tliat 
my friend, Mr. Anderson, is a moat valued 
aaaiatani, and regular in hia attendance. He 
gives uH, on all occiaiona, the benefit of his 
great oxperionce and knowledge of buaiuesa 
affairs. I have, therefore, great ple>Buro 
indeed in proposing " That Mr. James An- 
derson, a direotor whn retires liy rotation 
in accordance with the deed of settlement, 
be re-elected." 

Thia was seconded by Mr. C. S. Jones, 
and carried unanimously. 

Mr. James Anderson — Gentlemen, I beg 
to thank you for thia renewed expression of 
your confidence, 

Mr. Scott— We have for some years past 
had auditors who have discharged their 
duties very carefully and satisfactorily, and 
I beg to move— "That Mr, Wyndham Gibbes 
and Mr. Bobert Cumming be re-elected 



auditors for the ensuing year at a remuner- 
ation of £76 each.". 
Mr. Langmoire seconded the, motion. 
The Chairman— I fully <. endorse . all the 
hnn. gentleman has stated . with regard to 
tbe sorvicca of our auditors. They are vigi- 
lant, most attentive, and most urbane in 
their audit. 
The motion was passed ncm. con. 
Mr. James Nairne Scott proposed a vote 
of thanks to the chairman and his col- 
leagues. He said be knew they had had 
very arduous work to perform for years 
past, but all dillicuUies had been triumph- 
antly overcome. He (Mr. Scott) bud held 
hia sluuea from the first. The Board had 
never had u more consistent supporter than 
himself, and ho was now reaping his re- 
ward. (Applause.) 

Mr. Ueuly seconded the proposition, 
which was passed with acclamation. 

The Chairman — 1 thank the proposer uud 
seconder of thia resolution on (jehalf of my 
colleagues and myself most heartily uiicj 
most cordially. It ia true that wo have 
taken great interest not only in a<lvancing 
the inlereata of this institution, but in pro- 
Iscting your interests— (hear, hear) — and 
though we have bad our dillicuUies, our 
cares und our anxieties, \te have ni;ver lost 
heart. Wo have not been frightened of u 
slight cloud that hung over us, but wo have 
held firmly to the helm, ami we have jmlled 
the ship gloriously through the troubles and 
waves ot litii, Tliat will bo the courao 
which we will follow henceforth, uud I only 
hope that we may bo able to cootinue to 
show you such good returns as it has been 
our good fortune to do in the past. (Ap- 
plauao. ) 

Tbe proceedings then terminated. 

SUPRE.MR COUKT. 

IN cii.\.Mi!i;i:.s. 
Before .Mr. Justice Crease. 

March 9, 1893. 
Harper vs. Cameron — Wooten, for de- 
fendant, moved to allow his appeal to the 
Supreme Court of Canada and the $500 
bond brought in as security therefor. The 
appeal ia from a judgment of the Chief .Jus- 
tice, Wulkem and Drake, JJ., sitting botli 
aa a full court on appeal from the judgment 
tor plaintiff ordered upon motion for judg- 
ment by Crease, J., before whom the case 
\> as tried with a special jury, and also as a 
divisional court, upon a motion for a new 
trial. The now trial was refused and the 
ap|)eal dismissed. 

.Mr. Lindluy Crease, for plaintiff, con- 
tenilcd that us <lefeiidani's ai)|ieal to 
Ottawa covered both motions, double se- 
curity ahould be given as on two appeals ; 
alao that Mr. Justice t'reaao hail no juris- 
diction to allow the uppeal, as he was not a 
judge of the court appealed from within the 
meaning of the Supreme Court Act, ua he 
did not ait on the appeal. 
Judgment reserved. 

Aiiums vs. McBeath — Action to set aside 
the will of late Samuel Adams, of Viotoria, 
made in favor of defendant, on ground of 
undue influence. 

Mr. Hall, for defendant, moved absolute 
a summons for a commission to Seaforth, 
Ontario, to examine Isaac Mndclaiul, one of 
the witnesses to tbe will, and Elizjbeth 
Modeluud, his wife, who reside there, and 
also asking the trial, which is fixed for 17th 
inst,, to be postponed in the meantime. 
He read defendant's affidavit that the wit- 
nesses were necessary and material to the 
defendant, and that he could not safely 
proceed to trial without their evidence. 

Mr. Cassidy conira—The afiiduvit is in- 
sufficient. It shows no efforts to get the 
witnesses here, or any ioability on their 
part to come. It does not ^how what evi- 
dence the witnesses can give upon which 
the Court can judge whether the order 
should be made. (Smith v. Qrcey, 10 P.B. 
531.) The nature of the case is such that 
the witnesses who defend the will ahould be 
produced, give evidence and bo cross-ex- 
amiued in open court, the witnesses' de- 
meanor being, in ouch u case as this, 
peculiarly important, (liraden v. Green- 
wood, 20 Ch. D. 7()-l ) 

Crease, J. — The objections to the sulii- 
ciency of the aliiilavit are alone fatal ; also, 
it doea not appear to be a proper cise to 
dispense with t ho presence of the witnesses 
ut tho trial. The summons ia dismiesed 
with costs. The defendant may make 
another motion to postpone tho trial.

APPUhJClATIVE. 

The address of conlidence and eateoin 
that was presentctl to Sir John Tliompsou 
by tho menibera of the Conservative party 
in tho Dominion Legialature was a graceful 
and a well-deserved tribute to a statesman 
who has proved himself to bo devoted to 
his country and his party. It can easily be 
understood that such a token of apprecia- 
tion and respect must be peculiarly grateful 
to the Premier. He has been but a few 
msntha in hia preaeut position, and the 
siroamBtances in which he is placed are ot 
moro than ordinary difficulty. Although 
he has the oonsoiousness of having served 
the country to the best of hia ability it 
Hmsbbe encouraging to him tokno w that he is 
»nderstood by the party he leads and has tho 
sympathy of its members. It is all very 
woU to say that virtue is its own reward, 
but tho man who does his duty faithfully 
and diligently is always strengtheDod and 
inspirited when he finds that what he has 
done has mot with the approval of those 
with whom and for whom ho is working. 
Wo are quite certain that the address waa 
not a mere formal expression of compliment. 
There are many indications which show 
that Sir John Thompson has won 
for himself a high place in the 
esteem of all with whom he hiis 
come in contact, and that tho members of 
bis parly in Parliament have learned to look 
upon him as a leader in every way worthy 
ol thoir conlidence and regard. 

SEALING RBSTRIOTIONS. 

We cannot say that we are surprised that 
Russia and Great Britain have como to an 
agreement respecting the preservation of 
.■ical life iu the North Pacific. It has been 
for some time apparent that tho claim of 
Russia and the United States to exercise 
sovereignty over Behring Sea could not be 
maintained. That claim had only to be ex- 
amined to demonstrate its unsoundness, 
When the United States abandoned it it 
was morally certain that Russia would, 
sooner or later, cease to contend for it. The 
claim of exeliiaivo jurisdiction being drop- 
ped, the ouly question that really remained 
to be considered by the nations concerned ia, 
Hov can seal life be best preserved in those 
seaa in which fur aoals are found? 

We question very much whether anything 
more will be heard about the ounorHhip of 
tho seals found outsiilo tlic three-mile linul. 
I!ut wo do expect that an agreement will he 
arrived at by Great 15ritain, Russia and the 
United States respecting a close season for 
seals and respecting the modes by which 
they shall be killed or captured on tho high 
seas. Events and discussions have been 
for some time pointing to such a result. 

It ia to be liopod that the IJiitisli oliieiala 
who will be entrusloii with tlio preliminary 
negotiations and with tho framing of rules 
and "regulations will take duo care tliot 
British interests will bo properly protected, 
and that justice will be done to British sub- 
jeota. 

Of conrse nothing definite or permanent 
will he done until the arbitrators have given 



in their award. That that award will be 
adverse to the claim of exclusive juria- 
diotiou and to any nation having property 
in tho seals found swimming iu tho high 
seas seenu to be a foregone eonolusion. But 
though auoh a decision will, as far as it 
goes, bo favorable to British Columbia 
sealers it may happen that after the award 
ia given in, an agreement may he come to 
and arrangemonts made respecting seal 
bunting that m&y bo most unjust to British 
subjects on this side of the continent. It is 
against such a consummation that British 
Columbians should Lo on their guard. Tho 
absurd oloao season that was very nearly 
agreed to aonio time ago between Great 
Britain and the United States is an instance 
of what mischief may be done by negotiators 
who do not understand the seal question 
and who are not on their guard. 

AGRARIAN AGITATION. 

The as;italion among the rural population 
of Germany ia botli general and intense. 
The eoiiiitry people of tho Kmpire hnvo un- 
til now been exceedingly quiet and moat 
conservative iu thoir habits and thoir modes 
of thought. A great change has of late 
come over them, as tho following extract 
from tho letter of tho Gernuin correapondent 
of tho London Times shows : 

The Conservatives have for some time 
been collecting their foiees for a great at- 
tack upon the economic policy of the Uov- 
ernmeut. "Agrarians to tho rescue '■ ia 
the battle cry thoy have raised throughout 
tho country. Leagues for the protection of 
agriculture, farmers' defence associations, 
and landowners' vigilance committees have 
been created or stimulated into exceptional 
activity. The agricultural movement has 
in the course of a few weeks made a very 
considerable show of energy, whether real or 
artificial it ia, perhaps, loo early to judge. 
Nor ia tho programme of tlio Ai;rariana a 
mere modest and tentative progranuno of 
iutpiiry and delihcf.itimi. Their minda are 
fully made up. W'li^t ihey want ia protec- 
tion cf the moat drastic kiml — protection 
against foreign eoinpetitinn l>y tlie inainten- 
aui!e of hi;;h import duties on cereals wliere 
Germmy ia still free to maintain tlieni, as, 
for instance, against Uiiasia, and protecticm 
tit liomo in the aliapc of restrictive legisla- 
tion, which shall tie the peasant to tho soil 
und arrest tho migration of tlio agricultural 
population into I he cities and large indus- 
trial centres. Auti-Seniitiam and bimetal- 
lism are {iMipres.ied into the service of this 
propagonda, and tlio recent eommereial 
troatiea with Austria-Hungary, Italy, and 
tho other C'entral Kiiropean Slates are 
denounced as the root of tho whole depres- 
aion under which Germany is sutlering. 

It is remarkable that the agricultural 
population of nearly all parts of the world 
is jiut now in a state of unwonted agita- 
tion. The above desoription of what is 
now going on in Germany would, with very 
fow changes, apply to the Farmers' Alliance 
and Populist movement in the United 
States. In England tho farmers and land- 
lords are finding it necessary to lake un- 
usual ways of making their grievances 
known and of seeking for a remedy for the 
evils from which they suffer. And if in 
Canada the farmers are not loudly com- 
plaining and forming combinations for 
political purposes, it is not for want of eu- 
courKgement from the so-called liberal poli- 
ticiime. I'lie prevailing agrieiiltiiral do- 
proasioR haa engendered unrest and agitation 
that find expression in a hundred different 
ways. 

A BRILLIANT SPEECH. 

Tho Finance Minister closed the debate 
oa tho budget with a remarkably able 
speech. It was, however, rather destruc- 
tive than constructive. It was, in fact, a 
first class fighting speech. He exposed the 
inconsistencies, the contradictions, the fal- 
lacies and the misrepresentations of the 
Opposition speakers. Ho allowed them no 
quarter. In the course of his remarks he 
demonstrated that lie had been a careful 
and a thorougli Btudcnl of the liscal history 
of tho Dominion. Ho corrected the mia- 
takca and pointed out the misstatements of 
his opponents in several particulars and on 
more than one subject. He succeeded in 
showing that the Opposition had no trade 
policy that could be depemled upon; 
that ono leading man advocated one 
thing and another leading man another, and 
that tho same man was not always consis- 
tent with himself. He exposed in tho 
most telling way the inconsistency of the 
men who found fault with the tariff of the 
Dominion because "it was protective, but 
who, for the aakir uf i eeiprocity witli tlic 
United -States, were ready to accept the 
much higher protection of that coun- 
try. Ho spoke with good humored 
irony of the politicians who were full of com- 
passion for tho Canadian farmers, because 
he lived under a thirty per cent. tarilV, but 
who were more than wiling to annex liim 
to the United Statca, where he would have 
to hear thebarden (if a sixty per cent, lurill. 
ilr. Foster, in short, mercilessly crilioized 
the weak places in the speeches of the Liber- 
al leader and his followers, and showed 
the untenableness of the ground which thoy 
occupy. He made it clear that no matter 
how the resolution which Sir Ilichard Cart- 
wright moved was worded, no man who be- 
lioved in the principle of protection and 
wished toseeitmadethebasisof theCanadian 
tariff, could consistently do anything to- 
wards placing tho men oompoaing tho Op- 
position in charge of tho aifairs of the 
Dominion, tor, however much they ditl'er 
from each other, they are opposed to protec- 



tion for Canada, although many of them are 
prepared to accept the highest protection as 
a condition of reciprocity with the United 
States. The following passage of tho 
S'inanoe Minister's speech was addressed 
to those members of tho Conservative party 
who, though they believe in protection and 
deairo to see it continued, wish to have 
the taritr carefully revised and reformed: 

To-night Mr. Lnurier had declared for 
tho destruction of every vestigo of protec- 
tion by bringing the tarill down to u sim- 
ple revenue basis. Ho (Mr. Foster) asked 
those in Parliament who believed In pro- 
tection, and who might have soma griev- 
ancG now and then, to weigh theiraasertions 
carefully. 'Clearly, their object was to de- 
stroy the principle of protection. A man 
might have a grndge against some particu- 
lar excresoenoe of the tariff, but atthu sunic 
time he might be a firm believer in the 
principle of proteotion. He wanted such a 
man as that, whether in the Hoase or coun- 
try, not to plaoe himself in the hands of the 
Opposition on the ground that their prcsont 
proposition was a harmless one. By one 
route wo had attained cur present oommer- 
oial and industrial developments Possibly 
there were points on which tho tariff should 
bo reviewed, but he asked tho country to 
watch carefully and not bo misled by_ Op- 
position phrases, because if they did it 
would mean that the principle of the exist- 
ence of protection vvau at stake. One could 
not overlook tho motive which inapirod 
these gentlemen. Their object was^ a 
strangling of thu principle of protection. 
(Ijoud cheers. ) 

This atlviee was taken by all the membors 
of tho Conservative party €.\cept ono. Tho 
division was 72 for Sir Richard Cartwright's 
amendment and 120 against it, giving tho 
tiovornmcnt a majority of ul. Kveii Mr. 
McCarthy, who ia known to be an advocate 
of taritr reform, and wlio does not appear to 
bo very favorable lo the Governiiicnt 
generally, voted with tho majority. It was 
the wisest coarse that he and others who 
believe in protection, but who are not quite 
satialied with the iiresent tarill', could take. 

Tho Liber.ils, if tiny carried out the 
views they now lirofeen to bold, would 
either expin::^e from tho tarill' every jiro- 
tectivo duly or they would join the United 
States in commercial hostility to tho whole 
world, including our Mother Country. 
Thero are, or wo are greatly mistaken, 
very few Canadians who desire 
to adopt either of the^e courses. The great 
majority of Cauiuliiuiii, we are quite autia 
fied, would rather trust the present Govern- 
ment to make tho changes in the tariff that 
aro needed, at tho proper time, than place 
tho country in the hands of men who would 
either destroy the Canadian induatries 
which have been built up with such care, or 
make Canadians, commercially and finan- 
cially, the slaves of the United Slates, 

Tho Government's largo majority must 
have boon a cruel disappointment to those 
Liberals who have been declaring that the 
Government party La greatly divided on 
tho tarifl question, and wlio have been pre- 
dicting that the time is at hand when, 
weakened by diviaiona on tlu- tariff' and 
other questiona, it will soon fall to piece?.

Protest of the Newfoundland Lpsialaliire 
Aculnst Any I'artlnl .Setl lenient of 
the Issues Involved. 

St. John's, N P., March 9. — Tho New- 
foundland French shore tpn'stion ia again 
coming into prominenco hero. Tho British 
Government baa notified Newfoundland 
that the modxn rirnndi expires at tho end of 
tho year and ilenianda that New- 
foundland pasa a pernuuient bill 
providing for carrying out her 
treaties regarding the shore, otherwise Kng- 
land will be compelled to enact audi legis- 
lation. The committee of the Newfouiulland 
Legialature appointed to consider the (|uea- 
tiou piesented llieir report yesterday. Tho 
committee called attention to the uniler- 
ataiidiiig between the Saliahury (loverniiieiit 
and tlie Newfoundland delegatea in bSDl, 
and also recommends that tho Legis- 
lature extend the modus virendi, and 
promiso to pass a satisfactory bill when it 
ahidl have been agreed upon to oppose any 
British legislation that is a breach of the 
understanding reached in 1891; that it pro- 
teats against any partial arrangement and 
demands a complete arbitYation of all the 
(juestions at issue concerning the French 
shore. The report reiterates the demand 
for tho abrogation of the treaties as they are 
odious, unwise and should be cancelled. 



RAILWAYS READY. 

The Chicago General JIanagera Resolved Not 
To Accede To the Switchmen's Demamls, 
No Matter the Conseauences, 

CiiiCAOO, March 9. — The board of general 
managers of thoroada centring in Chicago has 
made up its mind that tho demands of tho 
switchmen for an increase in wages cannot 
be granted. The decision wha reached at 
tho meeting held yesterday, and the 
general iiianagera of each road at three 
o'clock, thia afternoon, imparted the 
information to the conimitteo repre- 
senting tho men on hia lines. Whether 
the men will strike haa not yet lieen ascer- 
tained, but, whether they do or not, there 
ia no doubt ihut tlit! roads are lirinly allied 
and better prepared to iii(!ct tho difficulty 
than at any time in recent years. A still 
more significant deterininution reached by 
tho General Manngera ia an ngreement to 
discharge all Union men on their liuea in 
cabe the road should bo crippled by a alrike 
of awitchnicn. Thia will apply to enginer rs, 
cunductora, firemen, und in fact all brancbea 
of organized railroad labor.

c •' mutiny: ON THE HESPER. , 

Second Mate TltzgersJA; MMdered-^A. Pirati- 
cal Plot Frustrated. 

HoNor.uj.u, March 1. — The' American 
bark Heaper, Cupt. J. F. Sodergrcn, ar- 
rived hero on February 21 with an uc- 
count of mutiny on January 1,'}, which 
resulted in tho death of the second 
mute, M. Fitzgeralil. Tho Heaper left 
Newcastle, N.S.U'., Decoinbcr 22, with a 
curgo of coal for San Francisco. A plot was 
liatched by Thomas Lo Clair, Herman Sparf, 
Hans Hansen, Tliomaa Green and Edward 
Laraen to murder the captain, first and 
aecond mates, the cook and a Greek 
sailor and then run tho vessel over to 
China or tho Chilian coast, sell tho cargo 
and fit tho bark out for a piratical cruise. 
On tho night of January Jli Lo Clair hid 
liimaelf aniidshipa and, aa Second Mate Fitz- 
gerald passed him sprung out, striking him 
a blow on the back of the head with a 
hatchet. Tho mute fell, but Lo Clair 
struck at him until his victim ceased 
to struggle. Sparf ami Hansen joined 
him and proposed to throw tho mate's body 
overboard. Le Clair wanted firat to call tho 
captain and dispatch him, and on tho other 
two refusing he went aft alone. Sparf and 
Hansen thon threw the mate's body over- 
board. ' 

Le Clair told the man on watch at tho 
wheel to call the captain, but the latter 
refused to do ao, and ahortly after midnight 
Firat Mate Luoaa went to Capt. Sodergren's 
cabin and told him the aecond mate waa 
not to be found. The two went on 
deck, where they were joined by tho 
carpenter. A search reaulted in their find- 
ing the deck covered with blood. Capt. 
Sodergrcn learned from Seafnan Thomas 
Green that tho latter had been ask- 
ed by Lo Clair und others to assist in throw- 
ing the captain overboard. Tho latter 
thereupon ordered the men's arrcat. The 
bark waa beailod for 'I'aliiti. While on the 
way thero Green and Laraen attempted lo 
release the other men without aucceaa, 
When the Heaper reached Tahiti 
tho live men were taken beforo Uuited 
Statea Conaul Doty. IS'piirf and Hansen 
coiifeaaed, which Le Clair did finally. The 
live men were aeot to jail to remain until 
tho bark Tropic Bird left for San Francisco 
on February 15, when they were taken 
thero for trial. 



1NDL4N TliOUBLES. 

The Crows Threatsn the Wliltca In Montana— 
1. S. UcsuhirH to He Sent. 

L.^i'm:!., .\lonfc., March I).— Open warfare 
Ins broken out between the settlers on tho 
newly opened portion of the Crow reaerva- 
tion and the Indiana. The wildest excite- 
ment exists at tho new town of Wilaey and 
tho country round about. Ranchmen 
around ^Vil8ey are moving their wivoa and 
children to placea of safety and preparing 
to defend their claims with their 
lives if necessary. The firat bloodshed 
occurred this morning. Little Face, Crow 
Indian, being killed. The Indiana, who 
have just been allotted lands in severalty, 
had become angered at the encroachments 
of the whitoe, and undertook to drive off a 
settler named Henderson. On Monday they 
drovo Henderson away, but he returned 
with a couple of friends all armed. Tho 
Indians gathered in a clump of timber and 
sent Little Face forward. He told Hender- 
son that if he remained on the tract of land 
which bo hud hoincsteiidod another twenty- 
four hours ho would bo sodpcd, and his 
body fed to the crows. lie then whistled 
and bis companions began to pour out of tho 
wooda, ut the same time reaching for hia 
gun, which ho had sot against u 
tree. Ho was not ([uick enough, 
however, us Henderson shot him through 
the ht^irt. • With a wild yell his compan- 
ions disappeared at double quick into the 
wooda. Tho Crows are making medicine 
and preparing for actual warfure. 'This ia 
tho first lime the Crows have shown 
hostility to tho whites. It ia expected that 
two or three companies of the Uuited States 
regulars will bo ordered to Laurel as soon aa 
the war department can be informed of the 
critical state of affairs.

Mr. Booth, from the Railway committee, 
reported the preamble proved of a bill to in- 
corporate thei Mount Tolniie Tramway Co. , 
and Bttbmitted the same with amendments. 

SUSPENSIQK OF RtlLES. 

Mr. Keixie moved, seoonded by Dr. 
Watt : "Ibat the reoommendation of the 
standing; committee contained in their ro 
port of 7th March, 1893, with reference to 
the suspension of the Standing Orders in 
favor of the Kaslo Electric Light, Power 
and Waterworks bill, bo adopted, and that 
the Standing Rules bo suspended in order 
that tlie bill mif;ht be iiitioiiuecd." 

The motion was carrieil. 

Mk. Kkli.ik then introduced the bill, 
which was read a tir.st time and referred to 
tho committee on private bills, with power 
to report to the House. 

QUARANTINE. 

f Dr. Watt moved, seconded by Dr, 
Milue : 

" Whereas in four «evertil trips of the 
Empress and Northern Pacific lines of 
steamers during the past year, Chinese i 
sengers were brought into the Province in- 
fected with the loathsome disease smallpox ; 
and whereas there is great danger that 
Asiatic oholeia may at any time bo intro- 
duced from China and Japan, and thercl)y 
incalculable vital and linuncial loss be 
caused to the I'lovince unil Dominion; 
therefore, ba it rubolveil, that a respectful 
address bo presented to the Lieut, (lover- 
nor, praying him to move the Dominion 
Government to take such stops as will 
secure tho thorough inspection ac the point 
of departure of passengers and goods com- 
ing from Asiatic ports, so as to prevent in- 
footed persona and cargoes being received on 
board vefsi-la destined for Canada." 

Dr. \V.«"l' said thut lio tliought this 
resolution would commend itself to tho 
good sense of the nnijoiityof the House if 
not to tho whole ot tho members. Ho 
would have preferred a resolution asking 
for tho total oxcluaion of tho lower classes 
of Chinese for a year, but thought it was 
more likely what was now asked for would 
be granted. Aod he was satisfied if tho 
resolution were adopted and put in forco by 
the Uominiou Government, the result would 
be to prevent in a great measure the intro- 
duction of epidemic diseases. There were 
now two regular lines of steamers coming 
from China to this port, and there was a 
great probability that unless some extra 
precautions, such as were suggested in tho 
resolation, were adopted, there would be 
another epidemic this year, either of 
cholera or smallpox. 

Dr. Milne Supported the motion. 

Hon. Mr. Davik said he wna entirely in 
accord with tho resolution, as were also the 
other members of the Government. There 
was no (juoation whatever that although so 
far there had not been any indication of 
cholera coming from tho direction named 
in tho motion, still there was danger, and it 
was necessary to take every precaution. 
Tho report of tho Royal Commission on 
Epidemic Diseases had clearly traced the 
malady the Province suffered from last 
year, as having como from Asiatic ports 
and ho had very little doubt that were ii 
not for tho establishment of tho ed'ectivi 
quarantine, which he was sure tho Uomin 
ion Government was going to put on a 
satisfactory footing, there would bo very 
great danger to this Province from various 
diseases. Ho thought this was another of 
the steps which there was every pro- 
bability of tho Dominion attending 
to, and he thought it was highly 
advisable that their attention should 
be called to it by this House. Similar steps 
to those indicated in the resolution has been 
taken by the United States authorities and 
it was, he thought, a better move even than 
shutting oat all the passengers as they all 
knew that not only in passengers, but in 

foods and baggapo there was just as much 
anger of diseases being conveyed. In fact, 
there was perhaps more danger, for, as re 
gards passengers, quarantine precautions 
could be taken, but not so with goods and 
baggage, which could not he so readily at 
tended to under existing oircnmBtances. Ho 
had to suggest, however, that the resolution 
be amended so that it might be telegraphed 
at once, as the Dominion I'arliament was 
now in session and in tlieir worthy anxiety 
to adopt eli'ective quarantine measures — for 
he gave tlicm every credit for that anxiety 
— they would not place this resolution in 
the wMSte basket. 

Dk. Watt amended the motion as sug- 
gested. 

Hon. Mil. Bi;a\ KN" spoke in support o 
the resolution, uliieh was carried unanin 
ously. 

Sni'KEME COl'ItT ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Davie introduced the follow 
ing bills, which were read a first time an 
put down for second reading to-morrow, 
viz. : — 

To amend the Supreme Court Act ; 

To abolish priority among Execution 
Creditors ; 

To amend and consolidate the Mischiev 
ons Animals Act and Amending Act. 

MUNICIPAL ACT. 

The House went into committee of the 
whole ctt the Mtuiioipal Act Amendment 
bill, Mr. Semlin in tho chair. 

Hon, Mr, Beaven moved s.n amendment 
to make taxes payable on a date to be li.ved 
by the council, which body should also have 
power to say what discount should 
allowed for payment within the specified 
time. 

There was considerable opposition to this 
clause. It was argued that wliat l)enelit 
there was in tho extra month should be loft 
to tho taxpayers. Afler some discussion, 

H(>.\. Mil. I'.KAVKN withdrew the clause, 
and suljatituted a eluuac lixing tho date for 
payment of taxes at October .'1 1 instead of 
Novomher lilt. Thin ainendnioiit carried. 

On tlie motion to adopt the elanso of 
Hon. Mr. lieaven'a bill ro li<|Uor licenses, 

Mli. I'nowN moved to strike out all the 
clauses in tho AI\micipal Act appertaining 
to the license question, and to put the 
power in tho hands of tho city councils for 
defining tho conditions and rciiuirements to 
obtain licenses for tho vending, within tho 
municipalities, of spirituous, fern)euted, or 
other intoxicating liquors, by wliolesale or 
. retail, and the manner and condition under 
which the Board of Licensing Commission- 
ers may grant, or refuse to grant, tho 
renewal of such licenses. 

Hon. Mr. Da.vie aaid he would support 
the motion to strike out Sec. 20. which 
made no distinction between hotels and 
saloons— this ought not to be the oasc. 
Hon. Mr. Bbaven contended that the 



cUuise was just what was required to make 

the distinction. 

After some discussion, daring which an 
appeal had to be taken to Mr. Speaker on a 
point of order, 

Mr. Brown withdrew his amendments 
and section 2ij of Hon. Mr. Beaven's bill was 
struck out. 

Hon. Mr. Davii; said he had some amend- 
ments to make to section '214. He ex- 
plainod that the idea was to remove tho 
License Board from the sphere of politics. 
Tlio Board he suggested would bo composed 
of tho mayor, police magistrate and Coun- 
ty court judge. 

Hon. Mr. Bicavkn opposed tho motion 
on tho ground that in Victoria thero was 
no County court judge and tho Government 
would therefore have tho appointment bf 
tho third commissioner. That was ono ob- 
jection, and another was that tho mayor 
ought to be chairman of tho Board, not tho. 
County court judge as Buggeatod. Ho was 
free to admit that tho duty of acting on tho 
Licensing Hoard was tho most unpleasant 
one he Had to perforin, but at tho same 
time it was a duty, and he did not shirk it. 

Hon. Mr. Davie showed that the Gov- 
ernment did not make changes all the time 
in their appointments. An instance of this 
was tho judge of the Court of Revision in 
Victoria, who had held ofiSce since ap 
pointed by the Government bf which tho 
hon. leader of theOpposition was a member. 
T.'he plan ho now proposed was similar to 
tho ono adopted in Vancouver and New 
Westminster, and was not an innovation. 

Tho amendment was carried, having been 
changed so as to make the mayor the pro 
siding otlicer. 

The oommittoo rose, reported progress 
and asked leave to sit again.

Hon. Mli. Tiunkil presented a message 
from Hia Honor the Liout. -Governor, triius 
mitting a bill to authorize a certain grant 
in aid of the construction of a traffic bridge 
across the Frosor river at New Westmin- 
ster. 

Ordered that the message be considered 
in commiteo of tho whole to-morrow.

LKCISLATIVE NOTES. 

Hon. Mr. Uavio'a bill to amend the Su- 
premo Court Act has in view the establish 
moot of what are known as civil assizes— 
for the trial of jury and non-jury caaos at 
such times as the Lieut. -Governor-in-Coun 
oil may appoint, the same as is now done in 
criminal cases. The proposition is ono 
which has been advocated by a number of 
lawyers in the FroVinoe for some time. The 
same rale is in force in Ontario. 

The bill to amend and coneolidato the 
Mischievous Animals Act and amending act 
gives in addition to the old powers, author 
ity to justices of the peace, etc., to tft^o 
cogni/.ance of mischievous animals and 
order them to be kept in confinement or 
destroyed. 

The bill introduced in tho Legislature 
yesterday known as the " Creditors Relief 
Act," is after the form of the Ontario 
It is introduced in response to the urgings 
of the various hoards of trade in the 
Province. 

The Lind Registry bill, which is to bo in- 
troduced on iTriday, promises to bo a Inuf 
ono. The Manitoba act from which it i 
copied in part makes some sixty pages of 
statute print, and tho British Columbia act 
is not likely to be much shorter.

CONTEOL OF POLICE. 

k Fropdsition Tbat Boairds of Com- 
misaiouers Shall Believe tbe 
City ConnciL 

rho Corporation to Fi\ the Aniouut 
of Kemuueration, Etc —By- 
laws and Bales. 

A number of proposed amendmonta to 
tho Municipal Act wore diatributed yester- 
day in the Legislature. They are as fol- 
lows : • 

To repeal section 200 and to add to 201 
clauaoa to tho following effect ; 

In every city or town municipality in the 
Province thero is constituted a Board, of 
Commiaaioners of Police; to conaiat of tho 
Mayor, the Judge of tho County Court of 
tho county or diatriot in which the city or 
town is situate, and tho Police Magistrate ; 
and in case tho odico of Judgo or Mayiatrato 
is vacant, the Lieut. -Govcrnor-iu-Couiicil 
shall appoint such person or persona real 
dent in tbe municipality to be a member or 
memlicra of tho Board during such vacancy 
as the caao may require, and tho County 
.Iud.;e, or person appointed in his room, 
shall be ex ollicio Chairman of the Board, 
and any two members of the Board shall 
eiinatitute a i|Uorum for tho transaction of 
buaincaa. In case tho olUce of Mayor ia 
vacant the Council may appoint one of their 
number to act in his place during such 
vacancy. 

The Commissioners shall have the power 
to summon and examine wicneases on oath 
in all matters connected with the adminis- 
tration of their duties, and they shall have 
the same power to enforce the attendance 
of such witnesses, and to compel them to 
give evidence, as is vested in any court of 
law in civil cases. A notice to attend be- 
fore the Board ahall be suliieient, if signed 
by the Chairman of the Board or any ono of 
tho Commissioners, but no purty or witness 
shall ba compoUod to answer any question 
by his answer to which he might render 
himself liable to a criminal prosecution. 

All meetings of the Board of Police Com- 
luiasioners shall be open to tho press i 
tho public, unless otherwise decided by the 
Board. 

All by-laws of Uie Board of Commission 
era of Police shall he aullicicntly anthenti 
catcri by being signed by the Cliairman of 
the lioaril which passes the same; and a 
copy of such by-lawd, written or printed 
and certilieil to bj a trun copy by any mem- 
ber of the Board, shall be deemed authen- 
tic and be received in evidence in any court 
of justice, without proof of such signature, 
unless it is specially pleaded or alleged that 
tho signature to such original by-law has 
been forged. 

In all casea where tho Board of Commis- 
sionora of Bolioo are authorized to make by- 
laws, either under this or under any other 
Act or law, they shall have power, in and 
by auch by-Uws, to attach penaltieafor the 
infraction thereof, to be ' reoorerea and en- 
forced by summary prooeedings before the 
Police Magistrate of tbe city for whioh'tho 
same are passed, or, in, his absence, before 
any Justice of tbe Peace having jurisdiction 
therein, in the manner and to the extent 
that by-laws of city or town councils may 
be enforced under the authority of this Act; 
and the convictions in such proceedings 
may be in the form of convictions for breach 
of city or town by-laws. 

Tho police force in cities and towns ahall 
consist of a chief constable and as many 
constables and other ollicers and assistants 
as the Council may from time to time 
think nocosaary, such number not being less 
than that which tho BoLfd of Comndssion- 
ers of Police may report to bo absolutely 
rofpiired, and all tho members of auch police 
force shall bo appointed by and hold their 
odico at the pleasure of the I'oard. 

The Board shall from time to time make 
such regulations as they may deem oxpedi 
ont for tho government of tho force, and for 
preventing neglect or abuse, and for render 
ing the force ellieient in tho disohargo of all 
its duties. 

The constables shall obey all lawful diroo- 
tiona and be subject to tho goveruinent of 
the Board, and shall bo charged with tho 
special duties of preserving the peace, etc. 

Tho Council shall fix and pay the remun- 
eration of the Police, and shall provide all 
such clothing, accoutrements, and other 
necessaries as may fi'om time to time be 
deemed requisite for the accommodation and 
use of the force. 

Nothing herein contained shall afifect the 
sections of the New Westminster Act or the 
Vancouver Incorporation Act on the sub- 
ject ; nor of the Act respecting police and 
apecial constables, except so far as said eoo- 
tions are repugnant to and inconsistent 
with tho provisions of this Act; hut so far 
as repugnant thereto, or i neouHiattrnt there- 
with, said sections are herehy repealed.

It nnist be a matter of j)ride andideios- 
uro to all women that America's great- 
est violinist is a woman, and a young 
woman not yet out of her twenties- 
Maud Powell, bom in Peru, Ills. She 
is that rarest, sweetest gift of nature 
to mankind — a born musical genius. 
"When she was -1 years old, she idayod tho 
piano. At 8 years old she used to go 
homo crj'ing through tho streets because 
the village boys guyed her as tho girl 
who played the fiddle. But she did not 
give it up on (hat account. The story 
of her first public ap])earance at !) years 
of age is peculiarly charming. She was 
at a summer picnic with her family ami 
friends, and in an interval of the music 
asked llie orclieslra leader if .she nught 
take his violin and play something. He 
consented, as nmeh anuised as sur])ris(>d 
at her audacity. Then, with' mt a lluiught 
that .she was doing anything that drew 
attention to her, but with most delight- 
ful naivete and childish uncun-ciniis- 
ness, she took thoin.strninc'nt and ji' mred 
npon tho air such strains of music 
that it drew a siiellbnund crowd about 
her. Thoro was no suggestion of stage 
fright thoro, for the child knew nothing 
of that uneasy self consciousness whicli 
is the ti.ane of all our lives, iuul which 
we ou_cht to [iray to be delivered from. 
The cliild's jiarents fL>resaw the marvid- 
ous future tluit lay befor(! her and wise- 
ly gave her every advantage. 'She stud- 
ied in Europe several years, leaving 
nothing to chance or natural gifts, but 
pursuing a study ilrill which few men 
or wonn.Mi either would care to endure. 
When she was l.S, that greatest of vio- 
linists, Joachim, who was her last teach- 
er, frankly told her that neither he nor 
any other master could do more for her; 
that she was to he one of the masters 
herself. She must develop the rest in 
her own way by stmlying still and hear- 
ing all the good music she could. Since 
then sho has been before the iniblic 
constantly, plajiug always in the lead- 
ing orchestras of the country. It is 
very pleasant to read of a career in 
which there have be'on so few sorrowful 
drawbacks and so little discouraging 
waiting as in that of Maud Powell. But 
let not, therefore, others who do have aw- 
ful drawbacks and fearful struggle and 
waiting give up. Somewhere and some- 
how the reward will come. Wo may Ijo 
sure of that, dead sure. Ho to the sad, 
tired" workers, greeting, sympathy and 
hope! 

Mrs. Dow, thu l.Mdy who owns and 
manages such large stre(>t car interests 
at Dover, N. II., is paid to bo not only 
the St rei't car magnate, but also "a skilled 
housewife, a judicious mother, a good 
shot with gull and pistol, a fine swim- 
mer and the possessor of property worth 
.^00,000." Isn't that about enough for 
one woman?

The ex-t,)ueon, in answer to an in(|uiry, 
said she was gradually recovering from par- 
tial paralysis of tho left side with which 
she had been ulllicted for some months. 
She listened with interest to the latest in- 
telligcueo from beyond the sea, and while 
slio would not discuss tho downfall of her 
own house, expressed herself aa troubled 
at tho outcome of the situatioi,, not know- 
ing what America would do, and saying she 
had no friend to guide her. She assented 
and brightened visibly when \\ ilcox stated 
to lier that the prosperity of tho islanda 
would greatly enhance under the neu' order 
of things, and that atable government once 
assured lopresentntion by Hawaiians in the 
affairs of state would bo sure to follow. As 
to the matter of poisoning Liliuokalani and 
Kaiulani, the dowager Queen evinced con- 
siderable interest in an indirect way. She 
is now receiving a small annuity from the 
local government, and would undoubtedly 
desire to have it continued if not inoreatcd 
under whatever conditions may arise. Dur- 
ing the conversation she referred to tho fact 
that she had not been on calling 
terms with Liliuokalani, and though 
they still exchange salutations when- 
ever they ohance to meet, she still felt 
some hesitation about visiting her. Wil- 
cox, the agitator and revolutionist, who is 
now engaged in editing liia paper, tho 
Liberal, ia a strong believer in annexation. 

Tlie Assojiated I'ress correspondent has 
nmde a careful canvuaa of tho native side of 
tho queation, and aa a result two general 
propositions stand forth : That no general 
insurrection against the authority of the 
United .States could be originated, no 
matter what mii^'ht be done under other 
rule; and, secondly, that unnexatiyn, if it 
did not carry with it a disfranchisement of 
the native voters for u lengthy period, would 
not be altogether unpopular. There is no 
doubt but that much injustice has in one 
way or another been ilono (Jueen Liliui - 
kalani, but it ia more the outgrowth of 
Hawaiian politics for the past ten yeara 
than tho elfect of some recent cause, 
although tho popular idea still ascribes her 
downfall to an effort to force an obnoxioua 
eonatilutiou upon the country. This con- 
stitution has disappeared. Mr. Peterson, 
who was ottorney-gencral in the ministry 
which the Queen threw out for refusing to 
sign the constitution, and who probably is 
as well informed as any one as to its con- 
tents, holds that it has been burned and 
destroyed. 

Judge Alfred ,S. TFiirtwell, one of the 
most prominent men in Hawaii, whose eonn- 
si'l has fri(|ucntly been sought wlienev(tr a 
criaia has arisen in ]i(ililieal albiirs, speaking 
of ibe revoluiion, said : " I did not jiiu ia 
the movoii.enl la e lusi', with my military 
experience, 1 did iKJt miileratand how it 
cuuid succceil. The uprising was not jire- 
conccrttd. Ther'; was not the slightest 
organizatiiin, and thcu'e was no supply of 
lU-niH or anuiuinitiiin. Ciipitaliata and plant- 
eia had had not favored annexation, but 
openly avmved their wish to keep tho old 
status, it was only wdien tho situation be- 
came unendurable that they fell into line. 
Tlio bravo mrn who deponed their (iueeii 
took their lives in their hands when they 
aimouuced that 'Hawaiian monarchy is here- 
by abrogated.' They were not oonspiratots 
or self-seekers. I know each of them well. 
No higher motives ever existed than those 
which led them to attack the source of 
Hawaiian national corruption. It is an 
error to suppose that Capt. Wiltse or Min- 
ister Stevens were in collusion with the 
Americans to force annexation. Whatever 
their opinions were, they did nothing until 
tho American interests woro in peril. Life 
and property were in imnunent danger 
when the Boston lauded her men. A delay 
of two hours wou!d have brought on dark- 



ness and tumult. \,Criie Onited States pro- 
tectorate 'Was pot deolared a-day too soon." 

Hon. Samtiel Parker, ex-Premier and 
representative of Hawaii, tersely expressed 
his views when he said that tbe^e would be 
no trouble ; that the Hawaiians would have 
to be satisfied with what they could get 
fromthe'United States. " Beggars cannot 
bo choosers," he said. He thought if a 
board of commissioners ruled tho Island it 
should have some local representatives 
among its members. 

On tho arrival of tho Japanese cruiser 
Namvvaken a story was circulated that 
Japan proposed to annul tbo preaent con- 
tracts under whioh aonio lo.OOO of her sub- 
jecta aro laboring ou the islands, mostly ua 
plantation hands, on the ground that tho 
ciintractB were mudo under the inouarcliial 
and not under the republican government, 
at tho aanio time jiropnaing to recover dam- 
ages from tho planters for a violation of tho 
conttaeta. It; ia iieedlc^a to say that no one 
has yet been foanil to vouch fur the story. 
Another .'oLaleiiieiit , which tho Japancae 
comniissioner here also declines to allirin or 
deny, is that Japan has for anine time 
aecrotly been encouraging immigration from 
her ahores to li.iwaii, wilii tlie idea of 
colonizing the isbmds, and that whon the. 
intelligence was cabled of the nvertbrow of 
I he (jhieen, I ho Xuniwaki'U was dispatched 
to ascertain what the coulil do in I he way of 
aiMuxatiiin. The cruiser iuiivcd, hiiivever, 
only to liiid the American 11. ig llualiiig be- 
sidi! ih.it of Hawaii, 

Cajit. 1!. F. 1) ly, acting under the orders 
of December '21, transferring him from the 
iMoliicau to the ISnstou, aatumcd conimaml 
<if the latter veaael to day. A lareivell re- 
ception and ball vus given at tho opera 
house in honor of Capt. Wiltso, February 
-1. The hall was deoorated with fliga and 
furnished with electric lights. Over 2,00t) 
invitations were issued, many being sent 
through courtesy (o thoso who were unable, 
to attend, including Queen Liliuokalani, 
ICnglish residents, officers of the Gurnet ana 
others. Several prominent royalists, how- 
ever, attended tho reception. Capt. VYiltse 
was called upon for a speech, after whioli 
Lieut. Lucien Voung returned thanks on 
behalf of the oflicera and crew of the Boston 
for tho honor conferred upon their command- 
ing oflicur. In tho coiirau of liis speech, 
Lieut. Young said : "It is not ofien you 
will find a man taking risks that might re- 
sult in tho los.s of a high iiositiini only once 
(iblair.ed in a lifetime, niul yet when the 
hour cuiiie, Cupt. U'iliso liid not heaitale, 
but acted at ciuee, and the prompt measures 
taken by him were the means ol ]ireserving 
life iiiul pruventiiig losu of proiifily. When 
the stars and stripes rose over the govern- 
inent building it proclaiiiiud to all tiie Ha- 
waiians that ptipuliir will aliould occupy the 
throne of adveroignty and that the only 
inomireh freeiloin '.vould tolerate on these 
islands was public opinion." 

The eouueil lias repealed the act appoint- 
ing governors for the various islands. In 
the c.iae of ,Tohn Sheldon, one of the editors 
of tho tlolomua, who was arrested for libel- 
ing Minister Stevens and the tiovernnieut , 
Judge Krear overruled tho objections raiaeti 
by the defendant's counsel on the haUtn.-i 
t-o>-jiu.i proceedings, which wore to the clFcct 
thai the arrest was invalid because the coun- 
cil had no power to order such arrest, for 
the reason that it did not in point of fact 
authorizs its chairman to issue a warrant, 
and because tho warrant did nottpeoify the 
grounds for arrest. Sheldon was remanded 
to tho custody of the marshal. His coun- 
sel will take an appeal to the Supreme court. 

The early part of the present week wit- 
nessed scenes of much enthusiasm in Hono- 
lulu, and stars and stripes were probably 
more generally displayed than at any time 
in Hawaiian history. Tiio arrival of the 
steamer China from San Francisco ou Mon- 
day February 20, followed by that of the 
Australia on February '22, brought intelli- 
gence that caused great satisfaction to the 
Provisional Government American party in 
the isliinds. On thetirat named data it lecanio 
known that President Harrison and his 
cabinet had decided upon u fav<jrable eourae 
ill regard to the disposition of tho islands, 
and excited throngs gathered about the 
mail dock, post otiiee and news stands and 
discussed information received with much 
ardor. Tlic prompt action of the adminis- 
tration in tho matter was warndy coni- 
niendcil by the Americans irrespective of 
party nfliliations as well as by many of the 
Gcrmau residents and of the more intelli 
gent natives. 

At the close of last weeh a rumor was 
current on the streets that the Senate would 
ndt ratify the treaty of annexation, and It 
st.Ued that several wogers wore made that 
the (picen would come again to the throne. 
Several mcmbcra of th.e ailviaory council 
discussing tlio rumor, said that if the 
United .States should refuse to tiiko action 
it would drive the I'rovisioiial (Joveriimunt 
to take up arms. Said one of iheni : " We 
fought to obtain the ground we have 
secured, and we will light to maintain it." 
Tlie're are Ijfuen persons at least in this 
cinintry wl;o would bo inalautly dciiortiMl if 
troulile again an ac, and there are numbers 
of others who would bo taken out and 
hanged to a tree and shot. Wheu asked if 
ovei inrea would bo mudo to other powers if 
the United Statoa choae to decline to accept 
tlio'propnaitions of Hawaiian conimiasionera, 
councillora replied that they might be com- 
pelled 111 apply elaewlicre if bho United 
.Stiles forces were witlulruwn. 

."-Several si|Unhliles between sidlora from 
the llritiah war .ship (i.irnet and those frorr. 
tile liealon and rvlohioau occurred about ton 
days ago, resulting in a number of arrests. 
Ciptain Wiltse, of the Boston, and Captain 
Ludloiv, of the Mohican, promptly averted 
further trouble by declining to allow any 
more men to go ashore, whioh order was 
rescinded last Saturday.
